In suits for accounting be- 
gun by the Attorney-general against 
live former state treasurers and 
their bondsmen today, the governor 
is charged with manipulating state 
loans until he diverted to private 
channels a million dollars or more 
belonging to the people.

the early tumultous history of Ar- 
gentina, when political ascendency 
wai won by the best-armed party. 
The feud which had been boiling for 
several months between the two fac- 
tions, was responsible for the assas- 
sination last Sunday of Governor 
Jones. 


ACTING LEADER INJURED. 


Luis Colombo, president of the

Washington, Nov. 26.—The problem

WORK NEARLY COMPLETE. 


It wa.s Indicated today that both 


the American and British 
experts 


had virtually completed their work 
on details of the American reduction 
plan, and would be ready to report 
to the conference^ early next week. 
The Japanese experts had no similar 
announcement to make. 


Th« crucial- point In the discus- 


sions, as viewed by the American del- 
egation at jeast, Is the 5-5-3 ratio of 
capital ship strength which forms a 
basis of the American plan and It is 
upon this feature that the considera- 
tions of the conference are expected 
to center when it turns again to the 
naval question. It was said authcr- 
Itatively today that in the opinion of 
the spokesmen of the American Gov- 
ernment all questions relating to aux- 
Itsry craft are 
of collateral 
.im- 


portance only, and can be settled 
easily once there Is an agreement on 
capital ships. 


GET BACK TO NAVAL PROGRAM. 


Conference officials are understood 


to feej that the attention of the del- 
egates can be diverted from the Far 
Eastern problems to the tutne-jr of 
tuna' armament without complicating 
the procedure of the conference, un3 
the American delegation In particu- 
lar has shown a desire to get back 
into the naval discussion as soon as 
the work of the experts will permit. 
The American delegates are declared 
to be well satisfied with the progress 
made In the Far Eastern negotia- 
tions, hut Impatient to g-et the naval 
negotiations out of co-mmlttas for a 
more definite exchange of views 
among those who will actually have 
the final decision. 


WITHDRAW POSTOFFICES. 


Another of China's problems reach- 


ed the point of a virtual {agreement 
In principle" during the day at a ses- 
sion of the committee of the whole 
devoted £o a decision of maintenance 
of for.eign postofflces and postal sys- 
tems on Chinese soil. The delegates 
all agreed there should be a with- 
drawal of the foreign postal machin- 
ery as soon as conditions warrant, 
and a. sub-committee, head by Sena- 
tor Lodge yt the American delegation 
drew up for formal adoption, a dec- 
laration of principles under which of 
the powers would Investigate condi- 
tion for Itself and withdraw when It 
considered It practical to do so. 


JURISTS TO CHINA.

Some of Charges Indicate that Signers Probably Did 


Not Give Much Consideration Before Signing. 


' Attorneys tor the executor* of C., 
TL Scroggins In support ol a motion 
lor change <-f venue In the cass of 
the Scroggins estate against the city 
•t Decatur have filed eighty-nine af- 
fldavlti that Indicate that some very 
•enslble people will sign documents 
without apparently giving much con- 
sideration to the statement* they are 
putting their names under. 


These affidavits open with the for- 


mal declaration that the signer being 
first duly sworn "on his oath deposes 
and sajs that he Is a resident of the 
county of Macon, aforesaid, and that 
h« fears that Derlas Buckles, Abra- 
ham C Blrks and William B. Blrks, 
mm executors etc., the plaintiffs will 
not receive a fair trial." 


The signer thinks the plaintiffs 


will not get a fair trial because he 
believes the elty of Deeatur has an 
undue influence over the minds of 
the Inhabitants of Macon county. Five' 
other belief a are set out definitely by 
paragraphs. 


IX PERCENTAGE.

county In favor of the city 


This also doubtless will be news 


to readers of the papers as all the 
comments have been, as far as the 


writers know, unbiased but If likely 
to Incline any one In either way 
would be to create prejudice against 
the city. 


THE SUIT. 


This suit of C R. Scroggins against 


the city ofDecatur has been in the 
courts for about a "year, having been 
started before the death 
of 
Mr 


Scroggins. 
The principal grounds 


alleged for the damages asked are 


the loss of a large number of cattle 
that were In pasture on the bank 
of the river on the Scroggins farm 
Immediately south of Harriatown;

MORE MONEV FOR THE FARMER. 


A man returned to Decatur from 


a trip in the east and reported that 
he found business pretty much out 
of joint in some rather large spots 
When asked for the cause back of all 
this, he replied that, as he figures 
the situation, it Is because of the low 
pi ice that farmers of the country are 
getting for their products. 


Very, likely he was right in this 


It is estimated that farmers and 
owners of farms in this country are 
about BO per cent of our consumers 
and possible customers, some put the 
figure a little higher. 
One_ can see 


that big disturbance is pretty sure 
when large slices of Income are tak- 
en from half our peoplei they can't 
well spend what they haven't 


How Is this to be remedied? If 


the farmer can have a good deal more 
for his products, more money, he can 
again become a spender, a customer. 
This is one'way. 


If he can't get more money for 


what he produces his situation can 
be helped by a drastic lowering of 
the price of what he wishes to buy. 


Of these two courses It is better 


that the farmer be given more money 
for his products, if It can be man- 
aged somehow. The country has a 
debt of about twenty-five billions; it 
will not be such a strain to pay this 
if there is what we call good prices 
for everything all of us produce. The 
debt Itself will not be trimmed in 
dollars, but it may be held In bounds 
when measured in products. 


CHINA HAS THE MATERIAL. 
Several of the nations have courts 


of their own in China. The delegates 
from China say they would prefer to 
have a monopoly of courts in their 
own country. Delegates' from othur 
countries say this is a "reasonable" 
view. 


But there Is grave and serious 


doub^ as to the capacity of China 
to set up courts that will render ap 
proximate justice, and right here we 
find a hitch in the proceedings. 
, W« don't know what China might 


do in this matter, but It has court 
material with which to do about the 
right thing 
We know-that In China 


aie many intelligent men; we know 
It because they come here and show 
themselves. 
If some of these men 


are used as judges Chinese courts 
should size up fairly well with courts 
of other lands. They tell us the In- 
clination of the Chinaman is to be 
honest, and this Is a trait that should 
help.

SPLENDID HOADS. 


The first -a the 
wonderful hard 


roads not between one or two towns

They are a pleasure 
to motor over. With such roads the 
farmers and fruit growers move 
their crops to the market by motor 
truck. We see thousands of ten ton 
loads being marketed 
over 
the 


splendid roads. The truck will have 
a five ton load and 
all a trailer 


with an equal load. I wonder If the 
day will come when Illinois 
will 


have the advantage of such roads, 


MONET PLENTIFUL. 


The greatest surprise was to find 


there was no financial depression 
here and that money was plentiful 
and to be had for all legitimate in- 
dustrial and Commercial purposes at 
an Interest rate of 6 to 8 per cent. 
After due observation and investiga- 
tions I believe I understand the 
reason why. One reason is the In- 
tensive and diversified tiling: of the 
toll by those engaged In agricultural 
pursuit One can drive through the 


country and observe the 
Orange, 


Lemon, English Walnut, Olive, Peach 
and other orchards, which all bring 
a good price in the market and not 
a little profit to the grower.

Editor Review: 


In today's Issue of the Review in 


•the column "From the People" I have 
read the letter commenting on the 
attitude of the C. I. & W. R. R. Co. 
in the handling of their passenger 
service. 


In years gone by it was the exer- 


cise of the lack of -vision on the 
part of the managements of rail- 
roads in the handling of the wage 
question that put the railroads of 
the country in the shape they were 
in during or at the beginning of 
the war period, by the granting t.f 
concessions and working conditions 
in lieu of wages. It seems that this 
same lack of vision Is being exer- 
cised, at least by some railroads, in 
the serving of the public. 


In the handling of railroads there 


Is a duty to the public to be con- 
•Idered and that duty la service, and 
•when the- word service is used it 
means efficient 
service, and Inef- 


ficient service will sooner or later 
•o "rile" the people that public 
eentiment will demand a service 
that is efficient. Perhaps the calling 
off of the recent proposed

on the part of the five big brother- 
hoods was that they wanted 
to or 


did give «om» consideration to the 
fact that the public had some rights 
that were to be conslflered. and they 


concluded to let thing* ride along 
as they were to convince the public 
as to who was really In

with the public's Interest.

The surest sign that the worst haa been passed and that the 
opportunity to do business Is here, is that the steady downward move- 
Sent of prices has checked itself. Some prices are going up, which 
means that they are seeking an equilibrium. 


The part banks have played through the upward and downward 
movement has been much smaller than Is generally Imagined, tor 
these great movement* come In cycles 
In all the charts covering 
the past years there will be found periods when the constant tend- 
ency Is toward rising prices, then comes a halt—a downward trend 
and -the banks are swept with the tide, lor they cannot create con- 
ditions to the extent people seem to think they can. 


A great many elements enter into every set of conditions, the 
basis being the Individual, or aggregate of Individuals For example 
in a boom period peoaple have an opportunity to make money and 
therefore do not care what prices they pay for commodities or what 
rate of Interest Is paid when they have an opportunity to make an 
enormous profit by reason of speculative values, tine natural result 
Is a general development of the Idea that there is a shortage of all 
materials and It is difficult, If not impossible, to Instantaneously stop 
a bull movement, just as It is equally difficult to stop a decline. The 
recent bull movement stopped in 1920 and the Federal Reserve Board 
tried to orevent a financial panic as a result of the price couapea, 
In the early part, of 1920 there iroa evidence of gen-era! unrest. 


Everyone began to say '^prices are too high; how long is this going 
to list they mult come down" and this naturally resulted in the 
effect of popular psychology. It Is Impossible to gain a real view 
of the whole situation or to know why business has taken this turn 
without a knowledge of the banking operations of the Federal 
Reserve System 


The reserve of the Federal Reserve Banks was maintained in ac- 


cordance with the law and there never was a time when th Federal 
Reserve notes were not redeemable in gold, as rewired, but this 
could not have gone on forever. The earning assets of the Federal 
Reserve Banks increased until October, 1920, their rediscounts for 
memiber banks advanced until they reached the peak on November 
6, 1920, then they began to decline and have continued to ever since. 
If they had not, It Is hard to say what would have happened 


The Federal 'Reserve Board In 1920 tried to prevent a collapse 
and had reached a conclusion that a reaction was due and that there 
was going to be a fall In prices, and In May, 1920 they issued a 
circular warning against further expansion The board tried to avam 
a great expansion of loans in a falling market, but It did not seek to 
check expansion suddenly It could not, If it had tried. The situa- 
tion waa serious and the Federal Reserve Banks maintained ths'r 
legal reserve, but they did it by means of Inter-bank redtscpuntlng 
Out of the twelve Federal Reserve Banks there were eight banks at 
one time which were borrowing $267,000000 from three Federal Re- 
serve Banks, with one oank neither lending nor borrowinE-^we nad 
no financial panic 


In Oulba the banks continued to expand their loans and accom- 
raodate the people, finally all closed The Philippines National Bank 
found Itself in difficulties. If the board had not adopted a policy of 
caution, prices migflt have continued to advance for a few months 
longer, and when the collapses did come the consequences would have 
been far more serious

Bank notes are secured by Government Bonds and these notes 00 
not have the qualities of elastic currency 
Their volume ha* never 
depended upon the actual need for currency so much as upon th« 
price of Government Bonds which have the circulation privilege. 
Federal Reserve notes, on the contrary, are distinctly elastic. 


They may be Issued to Federal Reserve Banks against collators! 
In an amount equal to the sum or the Federal Reserve notes applied 
for, which collateral security is required to be notes and bills dis- 
counted or acquired by the banks, or sold, or gold certificates. The 
law provides further that each Federal Reserve Bank shall maintain 
a reserve of 40% In gold against Its Federal Reserve notes In actual 
circulation. As an evidence of the elastic quality of the Federal 
Reserve notes, the fact may be cited that in April, 1917 toe total 
circulation was about $357,000,000 and on August 1st, 19U, the tots! 
amount In circulation had Increased to $2,606 000,000 and, as has been 
previously stated, the maximum amount In circulation was reached 
December, 1920, amounting to $3,405,000,000. 
Federal Reserve notes 
are not legal tender, nor do ttiey count as reserve money tor t»« 
member banks.
